This loss can in a largo meas- 
ure to avoidoc} fry drying at least a part 
of the "surplus. Those who ars accus- 
tomed to eating good dried corn will 
agree' with us wben we .say It Is supe- 
rior to canned corn. Also it Is more 
nutritious because in canning the corn 
should be young and tender, whllo for 
drying -it Je -best if taken jupt as it 
1 paeseB "from 
the milk to the 
dough 
Et$se, or jupt when it lias parsed lt,s 
prince for'roasting ears. H is, there- 
fore, more nearly mature and conse- 
quently possesses more food value. This 
does not mean that corn cannot be dried 
when young and\ tender, but that it is 
better if taken as directed above. • 


Tr)e- corn is prepared for drying by 
husklpg, 'followed 
by a blanching of 
five to ten minutes or it may be cooked 
ffce same as 'if preparing for the table. 
After dipping into cold water the corn 
IB cut from the cob in thin slices mak- 
ing at least three slices to the depth of 
the kernel, .to Insure getting all corn 
the cop should be scraped with the back 
of a knife. Do not cut off the ends of 


i the kernels and then ecrape out 
the 
pulps of the kernels as is often recom- 
mended for canning. This method will 
g-Jve a, ^tipky gumy mass which is more 
'difficult to dry than when the kernels 
are cut in thin elicea. The smaller the 
particles, as long as.they do not adhere 
together to form masses, the mpre rap- 
ld,ly the product will dry. 
T^e actual drying may be done In 
1 any one of many ways. It the weather 
l£ fair it will dry in about three to four 
days If spread on clean cloth in the 
Bun.- A piazaa. roof or shed roof slop- 
Ing to the south makes 
an excellent 
' drying place. 
Lacking these, a tem- 
porary platform may be made, using 
boxes or fitakes for supports. 
When 
1 "exposed In this way it should be pro- 
tected from flies and other insects by 
a. covering of mosquito netting. When 
thoroughly dry the corn will be hovd 
and will rattle. 


AB a matter of insurance against in- 
jects corn uried in the sun should be 
placed in pans and put into the oven 
inhere Jt is stirred occasionally, beinij 
careful not to heat enough to burn. If 
a thermometer js at hand have an oven 
.temperature of about 150-160 degrees 
F. and leave the corn in until 
thor- 
oughly heated. 10 to 15 minutes. 
When cooled surficiently 
it may be 
stored in paper bags, 
coffee 
cans 
or 
other simple containers which <ire in- 
sect proof and should be stored in a dry 
place. 
Corn dried hi the open air should be 
protected fro in the dew and Eh on Id not 
bo wet by the rain. 
If for any reason it is desired to has- 
ten drying, the kitchen range oven may 
be utilized as an evaporator. 
If the 
corn is placed in shallow pans or in a 
fine meshed screen frame and set in a i 
slow oven it may 
be dried in a few i 
hours.

Dp not place the corn more than v£ 
Inch deep in the pans or trays, and stir 
It occasionally in order to dry it unl- 
for nil y. 
: In drying corn or any product in an 
oven the door must be left open a few 
, Inches so that the air 
may

tion of a gambler who expects to whi 
or lose all,—t'uat one very frequently 
hears the statement:

If the war ends suddenly this year,

Germany might 


well wish that it would end at this 
time, so that she could rearrange her 
naval bases, and lay In the munition 
supplies to enable her to win even 
with her ports closed. The great vic- 
tory that the Allies won at tho be- 
ginning ot the war was in gaining 
complete control of tho seas.

true that commerce now stands 
li* 


great peril from the undersea craft, 
but it must he remembered that tor 
three years no German trade ship hiis 
Bailed the seven seas, no 
manufac- 


tured goods havo gone Irom any Ger- 
man port, and no food has been ob- 
tained 
from neutral nations 
except 


such as could find its way In through 
the adjacent small 
countries. Ger- 


many could have won the war ere 
now with tho control of the seas. 
She will win a future war unless 
some nation powerfully, armed stands 
In' her way. 


It may be that when the United 


States has a million highly trained 
men in the field Germany will elect 
to end the war rather than accept 
complete defeat. It that occurs with- 
out this country having sustained heavy 
losses in battle it will be well worth 
the price of our preparations. 
We 


ehall still have the lives of our men 
nlus their ability to fight a future, 
war,—or ward it off. No situation 
can arise by Which our preparations 
for war—and permanent peace—will 
have been wasted.

Bourke Cockran said tho other day, 
this country has been calle'd out as 
the champion of - Christianity.

inust go forth as the angel with the 
flaming sword.

war.

"There la a moral certainty In the ex- 


travagance of this percentage that* hun- 
dreds ot unfounded claims are Included 
fn these totals. 
"This state of 
affairs 
greatly In- 
creases the "burden of local boards, for. 
If so high a percentage of registrants 
claim exemption, only the uncompro- 
mising action of local boards can pre- 
vent a new regulation on the subject of 
dependency to n far 
more restricted 
class and to very necessitous and clear- 
ly defined circumstances. 
"Jn the absence of a stern repression 
by local moards of unmerltous olalms, 
this result Is inevitable, since any such 
percentage of exemptions as reports of 
Claims 'Indicate would nullify tho law 
and prevent the raising1 of an army. 
"It Is thus apparent that tho filing- of 
these improper claims will react direct- 
ly and Injuriously on persons whom the 
present regulations were designed to 
protect and that the welfare of persons 


j who have filed bona fide claims of the 
regulations is seriously imperilled by 
arsons who have filed claims without 
merit, and that the only protection of 
persons whose cases are 
within 
tho 
meaning of the 
present rules, lies lr. 
the power of local boards to refuso ex- 
emption in every doubtful case. 
"It is true that cases of discharge on 
ho ground of dependency are appealed 
o the district board, but this clause is 
only inserted to secure uniformity of 
action. District boards are to examine 
hese cases to discover departures from 
the law, regulations and rulings; and 
hoy will not and cannot open every 
case on Its merits. It Is In the local 
boards alone, therefore, that the solu- 
tion of the difficulty and the protection 
of deservlns~^laimants lies."

fantry went to the front in 1861 It 
assembled in .Lowell, then its head- 
quarters,, and hurried to Boston after 
a royal send-off in this city. It was 
the best equipped regiment in tho 
state ior service, and history ha3 told 
what ah account it gave ot itself in 
the fighting 
that 
occurred 
In the 


streets of Baltimore. When, this regi- 
ment was called Into active service 
in 1898 the local companies .marched 
to the. railroad station through streets 
lined with thousands of people, who 
knew that it might soon be fighting 
on foreign soil.
